"Organizec.' crime is composed of 


1 a number of small gangs and no 


such organization can function ex- 
cept where officials have failed to 
perform their duties."

O'Kecte, special assistant to the 
U. S. Attorney General: 


"Gambling can be ended on the 


local level, because there is not 
a policeman who docs not know 
where the gambling houses are on 
his beat. Tell him to enforce the 
law and back him up."

forced is the most vunerable weak- 
ness of our government. Original- 
ly we passed new state lawsAto- 
cover up city and county law-en- 
forcernent failures, and now the 
weakness shows up on a national 
scale — with many a well-mean- 
ing citizen demanding new federal 
laws to cover a local situation. 
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If citizens would start firing 


state and local officials who alibi 
that they need help from Washing- 
ton we'd get a new deal in state
